SALES CLIMBING 
IN MILWAUKEE 


New Car Buying Hits 
Better Stride Than 
Year Ago 


By Wisconsin Trade News Bareau 
ILWAUKEE, June 28.—Sales 
of new cars in the Badzger 

State have practicaily’ started on 
the 1927 peak, according to reporis 
from a majority of the distribu- 
tors in Milwaukee. The buying 
this year has been much later 
than in 1926, due, distributors say, 
to a very late spring. 

A careful check in this district 
shows that higher priced cars are 
the only ones suffering from a sales 
slump during the iast six weeks. 
Lower priced cars, however, thos« 
ranging from $700 to about $1,300, 
show the greatest gain. As far as 
volume sales are concerned price 
exerted much more influence as @ 
buying factor than a year ago, it 
was claimed. 

The used car market during the 
past six weeks followed the new Cal 
barometer as well. The higher 
priced cars moved slowly while low- 
er priced used cars appeared to find 
steady outlets. The market, how- 
ever, is not as flooded with cars as 
it was a month ago. Some distribu- 
tors say that the Windsor plan, 
which recently was inaugurated in 
this city, has helped the used car 
market considerably. 

The greatest individual gain in 
sales among distributors in this ter- 
ritory can probably be credited to 
the Jesse Smith Auto Company, 
state distributor for Hudson and 
Essex cars. According to Jack 
O'Keefe, sales manager, his ifim 
has almost doubled its sales of Essex 
cars over 1926. Practically the en- 
tire July allotment of cars has been 
sold already and the firm will be 
busy making deliveries for many 
weeks. New orders are coming in 
each day, but cannot be filled. One 
notable fact is that there is not 4. 
single Essex on hand in the entire 
state of Wisconsin. Mr. O’Keefe 
states that this is by far the best 
year he has ever experienced here 
as Essex distribytor and that he 
thinks his firm will hang up new 
sales records throughout July and 
August. ; 

Sales of Cadillac cars in the Wis- 
consin territory are running a little 
behind sales of 1926, according to 
Jack Pedersen, sales manager of 
the Jonas Cadillac Company, state 
distributor. While the market ap- 
pears to have a steady tone the vol- 
ume is not forthcoming, he states. 
The firm has no large stock of used 
cars. 

A new distributor who has been 
having wonderful sales is E. 
Dufenhorst, state distributor of 
the Marmon line. Mr. Dufenhorst 
has been Marmon distributor for 
only six weeks, and during that 
time has sold more than fifty 
Marmons. He reports that the 
state dealers are having consider- 
able success with the line, and he 
looks forward to July and August 
being excellent sales months. This 
record on the Marmon is in direct 
contrast to the record of sales of 
Marmons last year. 

Another distributor reporting good 
sales at the present time is the Nash 
Sales, Inc., Milwaukee. As far as 
sales are concerned the firm is run- 
ning about the same as last year, 
but R. Hokanson says it must, be 
remembered that last year was a 
fine sales year for Nash. The Sea- 
ma Body Corporation, which 
makes Nash bodies, is now running 
night and day in order to fill 
schedule orders and this is a true 
indication of sales, he believes. 

New Kissel cars are moving along

Lllinois Falls 


FTER making a bitter stand against the imposition of a 

gasoline tax, Illinois legislators finally surrendered | 
and the Senate, which had previously voted down the bill, | 
passed the gasoline tax law, which provides for a 2 cent levy | 
on motor fuel. Gov. Small’s signature makes the bill effec- 
tive August 1. 

This was the measure that many of the state senators 
declared would be political suicide for them. Gov. Small 
announced that he could not ask such sacrifice and the law, 
Was supposed to be safely buried for this session. A last 
minute drive finally passed the bill and Illinois joins the 
vast majority of states in levying this class tax against motor 
transportation. 

As the Automotive Daily News has pointed out many | 
times, there is no tremendous objection on the part of motor-;| 
ing interests to the imposition of a 2-cent tax, but, unhappily, | 
the experience has been that a 2-cent tax is simply the prel- 
ude to higher levies. The average throughout the country 
now stands at 3 and a fraction cents, with some states impos- 
ing as high as 5 cents per gallon.

This forecast is made by Charles

| “The rate of business activity 
should continue high, volume of 
production should remain large, and 
we may face the autumn with con- 
fidence,” Bradley said. “There will 
be plenty of business, but in view 
of agriculture, flood and other basic 
conditicns, margins will be narrow, 
and we will see more consolida- 
tions as the year goes on. 
Meanwhile it is to be hoped we 
will see prices turn upward for the 
time being, or at least, remain sta- 
tionary long enough for growing 
operating efficiency to catch up.”

Rubber Prices 





New York, June 28. — Lack of | 
buyer interest of both consumer and | 
speculative character lowered prices | 


on the local rubber markets here 
yesterday in spite of sharp drops in 
London stock. The decline in Lon- 
don stock was larger than had been 


expected, amounted to 2,400 tons, | 


against estimates of 2,000 tons. The 
total now is 64,486 tons, the lowest 
since April 3. 
Prices on the local exchange 
closed from unchanged to 40 points 
net lower, while buyers on the out- 
side market held off awaiting fur- 
ther developments in the tire price 
situation. 
Wires from Western centers car- 
ried the report that mail order 
houses which recently reduced tire 
prices 7 to 10 per cent. are consid- 
ering an upward revision of -like 
amount. Dealers here held the 
standard grades unchanged for spot 
to August deliveries, but made a 
concession of \%c. on the last quar- 
ter and new year positions. 
The lower plantations were mixed 
in tone, %4c. higher on ambers to 
%c. lower on rolled brown crepe. 
The Paras also were irregular, up- 
river fine advancing %c. while 
Caucho Ball declined %«c. 
The annual shutdown of the Na- 
tional India Rubber Company at 
Bristol, R. I., in July will be fol- 
lowed by curtailment of production 
when the factories reopen August 1, 
it was announced yesterday.
